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Child Care Center 
Is In Third Year 
Of Self Operation 


Greenbelt 'Schooled' - '37 Tc 
Is Theme Of Water Pageant 


Greenbelt’s swimming pool, decorated with greens and gay- 
colored streamers, formed the setting for the “School Days” water 
show presented last Saturday before an audience of 2000. 

Under the direction of Eileen Mudd and Ora Donoghue of the 
Recreation Department, local swimmers depicted the highlights of 
the school days of boys and girls who entered Greenbelt’s elemen¬ 
tary school when it first opened in 1937 and completed their, 
schooling by graduating from the local high school in June ofl 
this year. 

School in Water 

The Star Spangled Banner, play¬ 
ed by the Community band, com¬ 
bined with the raising of the flag 
to open the program. In the water, 
youngsters stood in neat rows be¬ 
hind flutter boards, representing 
their desks. After drill routines, 
symbolic of school work, the stu¬ 
dents made their exit, giving teach¬ 
er a hearty splashing. 

Act II showed the same scholars 
a few years later, entering high 
school. Freshmen strutted down 
the deck, to be pounced upon by 
seniors who gave them a good dose 
of initiation. This procedure was 
interrupted by principal John P. 

Speicher’s appearance. Seniors and 
freshmen left the pool arm in arm, 
singing “He’s a Jolly Good Fel¬ 
low.” 

Sports Featured 

High School sports were exem¬ 
plified in a baseball game, after 
which a senior ball was adapted to 
water Four ballet dances in bright 
pastel ballerina dresses opened the 
number with their escorts in a bal¬ 
let on deck, followed by six cou¬ 
ples whrff 'oxieetTfed ’^ffT 'ihtrii!hte‘ 
routine of duet swimming. The 
number closed with a water prom¬ 
enade. 

Last year’s AlLGreenbelt Night 
queen, Carol Holien, re-enacted 
that role in Act V, receiving her 
crown from Greenbelt’s new town 
manager, Charles McDonald. 

Queen and court appeared in the 
water floats drawn by white swans. 

As on the All-Greenbelt Night pro¬ 
gram, majorettes performed for the 
queen, as did tumbling Ronda Bib- 
ler in a solo act on a moving float. 

Specialty Acts 

Five specialty swimmers per¬ 
formed, and Donald Brewer, Rich¬ 
ard Ward, and Carol Day perform¬ 
ed on the dives. This act closed 
with a round of applause and a 
hearty laugh at the expense of Tom 
Bolgiano, president of the Gym- 
kana Troupe of the University of 
Maryland, for his clown’s role on 
the dive. 

In the final act. Principal Spei- 
cher gave the graduates their di¬ 
plomas. The show closed as the: 
diplomas were unrolled and the 
students spelled out Greenbelt 
High, with the band playing the 
alma mater. 

Woven around an original plot, 
the program was the result of dili¬ 
gent work on the part of the di¬ 
rectors and cast. Costumes, pool 
decorations, and floats proved ef¬ 
fective.

Although the meat boycott didn’t 
start until last Friday, meat sales 
for the week ending Saturday 
dropped $500 to $600, according to 
Bassett Ferguson, assistant mana¬ 
ger of Greenbelt Consumer Serv¬ 
ices, Inc. 

The local food store’s usual 
weekly meat volume, according to 
Ferguson, runs from $4500 to 
$4600. Last week’s total was ap¬ 
proximately $4000. 

Even these figures do not show 
the complete effect of the boycott, 
it was reported, since an unusually 
large proportion of butcher sales 
represented fish rather than meat. 

Figures for this week will re¬ 
veal more clearly how effective 
the consumers’ strike can be. The 
boycott, sponsored locally by the 
UPW Auxiliary, will run through 
Saturday of this week. All shop¬ 
pers are urged by UPWA to limit 
their main-dish purchases as much 
as possible to eggs, poultry, fish, 
cheese and dried beans. 


The Greenbelt Child Care Cen¬ 
ter is now well on its third year of 
operating as a non-profit organi¬ 
zation. 

The Center was organized Au¬ 
gust 31, 1943, under the Lanham 
Act for the sole purpose of day 
care for children of working moth¬ 
ers. At the expiration of the Lan¬ 
ham funds March 1, 1946, there was 
still an acute need for these facili¬ 
ties. So, with the assistance of 
Mrs. Mary Jane Kinzer, Super¬ 
visor, Community and Family 
Services, the parents formed a co¬ 
operative non-profit organization 
maintaining the same standards es¬ 
tablished for the Greenbelt Child 
Care Center by the Prince Georges 
County School Board during its 
operation of the Center as a war 
time child care project. 

Any Child Can. Enter ’ 
Under the new cooperative or¬ 
ganization any child may be en¬ 
rolled whether the mother is em¬ 
ployed or not. Mothers who are 
going to be confined are urged to 
put the children in the school two 
weeks before and two weeks after 
their confinement for child birth. 

The school is open from 7 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. for children 2j4 to 11 
years. A well planned program is 
carried on every day. This includes 
mid-morning juice, a full course 
dinner at noon and milk and cook¬ 
ies after the children awake from 

t'fierr'fia'jis! 

Has Good Quarters 
The school now occupies eight 
bachelor type apartments at 14 
Parkway Road. Two of these 
are used as sleeping rooms, two as 
dining rooms, and one each for a 
doll room, block room, and music 
room. It has a well equipped, 
fenced-in playground, 50x50 feet, 
for the small children and a large 
adjoining playground for the older 
children. 

At present there are two full 
time trained teachers, Mrs. Eva 
Mae Benson, Director, and Mrs. 
Alice Smith, assistant. The staff 
also consists of Miss Nora Ingram, 
Dietitian and House Mother, and 
Miss Rose Berry, maid. As the 
enrollment increases the staff is 
enlarged. 

Meets Rigid Standards 
Rigid health requirements, not 
only for the staff but for the chil¬ 
dren as well, have always been a 
well enforced policy of the school. 
The school meets all the health re¬ 
quirements of the Health Depart¬ 
ment of Prince Geores County and 
has been awarded a certificate of 
approval from thte Maryland State 
Board of Education as a non-pub¬ 
lic kinderarten and nursery school. 

The policies are formulated by 
the Board of Directors who are 
elected by the parent members. 

The school staff has often been 
complimented by noted people on 
the high standards and well kept 
appearance it maintains. Trans¬ 
portation is now provided to near¬ 
by communities. 


Seven citizens of Greenbelt were 
present at the Town Council meet¬ 
ing Monday night.

Mayor Canning read a letter 
from John Egan, Public Housing 
commissioner, in which he request¬ 
ed that the Council meet with him 
today to discuss the proposed rent 
revision in Greenbelt. 

In discussing the recent water 
show, Mr. Morrison suggested that 
a letter of appreciation be sent to 
tlie Recreation Department for the 
fine performance they arranged 
and presented. 

Announcement was made that 
the National Commander of the 
American Legion, James O’Neil, 
will be in Greenbelt for the open¬ 
ing of the new American Legion 
building on September 33. In hon¬ 
or of the occasion, t he Council 
voted to declare September 23 as 
James F. O’Neil Day. 


Newly-installed Town Manager 
Charles T. McDonald told the Co- 
operator Tuesday that workmen 
had regraded the Indian Springs 
picnic area, smoothing out the deep 
gullies caused by recent rains. 

This improvement, he said, 
makes it possible to drive to the 
springs and picnic area without 
the danger of breaking a spring or 
getting stuck in the mud. Trees 
and shrubbery have been trimmed 
back, so that the road can be trav¬ 
eled without car scratches. Addi¬ 
tional tables have been added to 
the cleaned-up picnic grounds. 

Signs To Be Placed 
Directional signs will be placed 
along the roadway down to the 
springs, he added. The roadway 
starts just west of, the white clap¬ 
board house located across from 
the high school. For hikers, there 
are several footpaths which lead 
from the springs to the lake area. 

Picnickers were urged by Mc¬ 
Donald to help keep the picnic spot 
clean and safe by disposing of ref¬ 
use in the proper containers and 
by putting out fires before leaving 
the area.

Local reductions in meat sales last week give a strong indica¬ 
tion that a lot of people are trying to cooperate in the protest 
against high meat prices by not buying meat. 

A good healthy sock in the pocketbook of the packers is one 
sign of righteous anger on the part of the consumer that will not 
be ignored. The retailer, who has been as tightly squeezed by 
high-priced meat as has the consumer, can duck the blow by cur¬ 
tailing his purchases. The big-profit boys—the packers— will feel 
our Sunday punch—if we make it strong enough. 

After all, if retailers won’t order meat because their customers 
won’t buy it at exhorbitant prices, there won’t be any profit. And 
if lowered prices will bring back the retailers’ trade, maybe the 
packers will settle for profits that are down out of the stratosphere.
